Paris, March l l — With the mili­ 
tary terms adopted and rapid pro­ 


gress being made towards com plet­ 
ion of the other provisions, it w as 


learned today that the preliminary 
peace treaty m ay be ready to present 
to the Germans by March 20. 
From the greatest war maker iii the 
world, Germany will be reduced to a 
m ilitary status lower than that o f 
her smaller neighbor. 
She will be 
impotent 
even 
before 
Switzerland. 
The 
conscription 
system 
will 
bo 
knocked out by a twelve year enlist­ 
ment requirement for the army which, 
it is understood, will be reduced to 
100,000 men. 
W hat army she has 
consequently, will be purely profes­ 
sional. 
If any attem pt is made to carry 
out the threat to refuse acceptance 
of the peace treaty and throw the 
country irjto chaos if the terms are 
too harsh, Germany will find the a l­ 
lies representing a firm front.

Adam Style 


This style of furniture had its inception in England. 
Like tho 
Grinling Gibbons, it bears the name which was connected with its 
perfection. In the early part of Hie eighteenth century, the Adam 
Brothers, who were architects and builders, designed numerous 
pieces of furniture for some of the buildings which they planned 
and erected. There was a gradual growth of their efforts and am­ 
bitions in furniture designing, until between 1754 and 1812 the 
Adam style had become a definite and perfected one. 


Their inspiration was mostly from early Roman and Pompeiian 
works, but in the execution of their ideas which were drawn from 
others, they purposely omitted ornate and gaudy features. Delicate 
effects were the ones borrowed by these brothers from the “ an­ 
cients.’ ’ 
It is noteworthy that these men rover built furniture, 
their activities being limited to specifying and d ictating concern­ 
ing styles. 


The legs of Adam Style pieces are almost without variation, en­ 
tirely straight. The lines of the pieces in general are usually sim­ 
ple and graceful, not heavy, not too severe, and on the other 
hand, not too delicate in construction to bo practical and useful. 
Dainty decorative garlands and shallow flutings further mark this 
style. 
Discriminating buyers have popularized Adam Style furni­ 
ture, and it grows annually in its ever-widening circle of “ con­ 
v inced" admirers.

Paris.—Greek naval authorities have 
been examining American submarine 
chasers which have been in the Adri­ 
atic sea with a view to their purchase.
